Rince Loun of Baden underſtanding that the Seraſquier was drawing what Forces he could 
together near Nifa, and that he had begun to intrench himſelf, he decamped on the 23d of 
Scptember, with a reſolution rs arrack the Enemy ; and arrived the next day with the Im- 
perial Army near Nifſa: He found the Enemy poſted in a very advantageous place, above 
40cootrong, and their Camp very well fortified. The Imperialiſts, who could not be 

diſcouraged by any Difficulries, co Egan, rowards the Enemy, to force ro a Barrel: And, abonur 

five in the Evening, the Fight begun, which was very ſharp for ſame time ; bur our Men prefled fo 
hard upon the Turks, that they at laſt broke rheir Body, and pur them to flight : Ir is reckoned, that 
above 6500 were ſlain, and the Slaughter would have been much greater, had not the coming on of 

the Night hindered our purſuir. We took 29 pieces of Cannon, all the Enemies Tents, Baggage, &c. 

And the next day our Troops entered, withour any oppelition, into Niſſs, which is fertified with ſeve- 

ral Redoubrs, a good Ditch, and Paliſfado's. . 


From the Camp before Bonne, Octob. 11, 


N the 5th inſtant, about four ins the Afreracoms we ſtormed the Count with $8000 Men, the 
Bratdenburghers on the Right, and the Hollanders and Munfteriens on the Left 3 and, after a 
warm diſpute of about rwo hours, niade our ſelves Maſters of it, and of rwo Half-Moons, with the 
lots on our fide of about 8eo Men kill'd and wounded, and 600 of the Enemy, Ar the ſame time the 
Imperialifts arrack'd and rook the Hornwork, with lirtle loſs ; and afterwards lodged themſelves like» 
wile on the Counterſcarp. During the Afault, as well on the Counterſcarp as the Hornwork, the 
Enemy ſprang leveral Mines, but with little effect. After the Fight was over, Count Alsfelt, the Go- 
vcrnor, deſired a Suſpenlion of Arms for two hours, (which was granted ;) and offered ro ſurrender the 
place upon certain Conditions, one of which was, That 20 Perſons ſhould be permitted to march out mack'd ; 
bur the El:Ctor of Brandenburgh abſulutely tejected them, In the Night we lodged our ſelves in the 
Ravelins, th- Contregard, and in the Dirch;z and fixed our Miriers to the Body of the place. The 
next morning the Enemy again beat a Parley, and, Hoſtages being exchinged, three Officers were ſenc 
out.of rhe Town with new Propoſals ; bur his Electoral _ would only allow the Gariſon to be 
the Suſpenſion is prolonged till this day ar 
Noon ; and if the Belieged do nor, by that time, accept of the Terms thar are offered them, we ſhall 
ſtorm the Town. ks 
The principal Officers kill'd or wounded in the Aſſault on the Counterſcarp are, The Lieutenant 
Generals Delwich and Swarts lightly wounded ; the Major-General Baron de Heyde wounded in the 
Arm, and Major General Belling in the Shoulder ; Colonel Kroeſmarkg and Colonel Swerin kill'd ; and 
Colonel Count de Dona wounded. Lieutenant-Colonel Narfmer wounded ; Major Prus kill'd ; and Ma- 


jor Grand dangerouſly wounded ; with ſeveral other inferior Officers kill'd and wounded.
